And while we're talking about good, inexpensive CAD programs, let's not 
forget KeyCAD, which I now use in the QRP Quarterly on my things, and 
which Doug Hendricks, KI6DS, uses for QRPp (and bless him for telling 
me about it!). I paid about $20 for the DOS version, Windows goes for 
about $30, and is widely available, at least in the US. It's at places 
like Office Depot, WalMart, Best Buy, etc, though the local Egghead 
Software did not have it (and told me to go to Office Depot!). 


It's not a schematic program, either--it's a regular drawing program 
which happens to have a limited electronics symbols library included. 
You can easily update and modify and enlarge the electronics 
library--and I have done so continuously, finding the one it comes with 
to be very limited in scope and lacking in other respects. I senta 
copy of my library to several folks, and later sent it to AB4EL to put 
on his FTP site at sunsite.unc.edu. (Haven't checked yet to see if he 
got it installed there.) 


It's pretty easy to learn, and good for making both schematics and line 
drawings; in the April QRP Quarterly, in my Idea Exchange column, all 


drawings were done with KeyCAD, both schematics and "pictures".

I'm trying to replicate an annenna that was used during W1FMR 
Field Day last year on 40 and 20 very successfully. I remember 
most of it; based on my bits and pieces, can you fill in the 
gaps of this design? A look through the ARRL Antenna Book gives 
clues but nothing definitive. 


Known 's: 
We had a closed loop (except for the feed point) 
of wire, one full wavelength total. 
Then a length of twin lead - 450 ohm (length was critical) 
Then a length of 75 ohm coax (any length) 


Unknown's: 

-How long is the 450 twin lead? 

-Is there a balun(s) (4:1?) needed anywhere? Can this design work 
without one assuming the 450 is cut to the right length? 

I don't remember any balun's or transformers being used. 

-Is the tuner critical (maybe it had the balun), or just there to 
tweek out any residual mismatch?

Hi David, One of the things I most prize from my 40+ years of ham 

radio operation is the logs. I still have the very first one right 

up to the present operation. Over the years I have included information 
about the rig, antenna, QTH, etc. One time I even went back and count 
up all of the contacts. 


However, my only logged 2 meter contacts are some SSB ones years ago. 
I do not log my 2 meter or UHF contacts or 2M mobile. I operate 
packet and those are also not logged. I wish now that I had logged 
my first packet contacts in the early 80's. 


If I ever (someday) operate via satillite I would log those. It is 
interesting to go back through your old logs and see how both your 
operating skill and equipment has grown. During my first year as 

a novice I even logged the CQ's. hi Ratio of CQ to QSO was very high 
and wasted a log of paper. 


In answer to your question "Should I log 2 meter qso's ?" I would 

say yes if they were important. My first 2 M packet qso is now 
important and I wish I had logged it. So each has to set his own 
reasons. After 40 years I feel it is better to log and never want it 
than to not log and some day wish you had... 


I have one log from my college days when money was very short and I 
filled up the book and then turned it over and wrote on the backs of 
the pages... Even 50 cents was hard to come by during that period hi. 


Treat them like the log of a great ship traveling the world, since they 
are the history of your travels around the world on the ether waves.

I am repairing a PCB and need to touch up the solder mask a bit. Any ideas 

of where I could obtain a spary coating or something of that order to do this 
sort of work? My MCM Electronics catalog lists a pen which produces a green 
coating but it is only good for limited areas. In addition to the repair 
application, I am thinking of using such a product to coat the PCB of ham 
projects I am working on now, and thinking of constructing in the future. 

I personally like the green coating for aesthetics, besides from protecting 
the traces from oxidation, corrosion, etc. 


I have seen clear sprays that might work to avoid the oxidation, etc., but 
is there anything in the traditional ultr-right wing conservative quasi 
transparent green that I may use to make my PCBs at least look professional? 
Any insight or ideas please email me directly unless you think the entire 
group would benefit. I'd summarize my findings to those interested.
